ETHIOPIANS REPORT 
183 INVADERS KILLED 

By the Associated Press 

Franco-British collaboration has 
eased international tension in the 
Mediterranean, informed sources in 
London said today. 

Talk of a crisis between Great 
Britain and Italy over an oil em¬ 
bargo was quieted by France's 
frank warning to Italy against at¬ 
tack on Britain’s Mediterranean 
fleet 

One commentator referred to 
“Mussolini’s change of tune," but 
on the war front new evidence 
cropped up to support the belief 
the Italian premier intended push¬ 
ing his campaign in Ethiopia to a 
swift conclusion. 

Official circles tn Paris con¬ 
ceded the possibility of conversa¬ 
tions between Premier Pierre 
Laval and Prime Minister Stanley 
Baldwin to strengthen the "com¬ 
mon front” toward Italy. 

From the front, however, came 
word that the new Italian com¬ 
mander-in-chief, in East Africa, 
Gen. Pietro Badoglio, who replaced 
Gen. Emilio De Bono, would in¬ 
itiate fresh conquests of Ethiopian 
territory. 

As for actual fighting, an Ethi¬ 
opian government reported a vic¬ 
tory. It said an Italian column 
had been taken by surprise and 
defeated by Ethiopians east of 
Mount Mussa Ali, on the Eritrean 
frontier. 

The Ethiopians said they lost 20 
soldiers but killed 183 Italians in 
the skirmish.

to clear her accounts without out¬ 
side assistance. 

The alleged misappropriations, 
according to interpretation of the 
indictment and comparison with 
county records, are technical vio¬ 
lations caused by her failure to 
turn over her cash and affidavits 
on the fifth of each month as re¬ 
quired by law. 

The remaining 16 counts of the 
indictment accuse her of refus¬ 
ing to make the proper account¬ 
ing on the date required for law. 

District Attorney W. F. Menton, 
recently discussing the case, and 
in his testimony before the grand 
jury, pointed out that the al¬ 
leged misappropriation of funds 
is a technical violation of the law, 
but in view of the fact that com¬ 
plete restitution has been made 
to the county the violation does 
not constitute an actual embezzle¬ 
ment. 

Indications are that Miss Whit¬ 
ney and her attorney, S. B. Kauf¬ 
man, will lean heavily in the fact 
that every cent of money due the 
county has been turned over to 
the treasurer and that the books 
of her office check absolutely, 
when the case comes to trial. 

Only two statements have been 
made by either Miss Whitney or 
her attorney since the investiga¬ 
tion was launched. During the 
course of the grand jury probe, 
Miss Whitney, through her attor¬ 
ney, said, "We will welcome a 
complete investigation of the of¬ 
fice." At the time of Miss Whit¬ 
ney's arrest on the indictment Mr. 
Kaufman said, "We will answer 
to all charges in the indictment." 

Called before the grand jury 
Miss Whitney, acting on advice of 
her attorney, refused to testify. 
In a statement to the grand jury, 
as revealed in the transcript of 
the proceedings, she said: 

“I was glad indeed to come be¬ 
fore you as a body and to tell you 
that every cent I have collected 
during the long years of service 
for this county has been accounted 
for to the county treasurer, but in 
view of the fact that this matter 
has reached such proportions, the 
reports and everything, I decided 
that it was best to employ an at¬ 
torney to look after my interests. 
S. B. Kaufman represents me and 
on his advice he thought it best 
to stand on my constitutional 
rights and just not say anything 
That is all I have 
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very capable man. They'll get 
along all right.” 

"What about Japan and the

Appointed to U. S. Job 

Mr. Houghton went to Manila 
in 1911 as assistant architect in 
the bureau of public works.

Prior 
to that time he had been assist¬ 
ant state architect in the state 
of New York for five and one- 
half years. For two years in the 
Philippine islands Mr. Houghton 
remained in government service 
and then for six and one-half 
years engaged in private work. 

While he was there Newton W. 
Gilbert was vice governor and act¬ 
ing governor general. Mr. Gilbert 
is the brother of Guy Gilbert, in¬ 
surance man of this city. Arvid 
Gilmount, Santa Ana newspaper 
man, also was in the islands dur¬ 
ing the same period. 

Worked on Big Jobs 

Mr. Houghton did the architec¬ 
tural and engineering work on the 
Rizal cement works at Binango- 
nan, P. I., in 1915, at that time 
the largest industrial plant in the 
islands. He did architectural 
work for Archbishop Jeremiah J. 
Hardy of the Roman Catholic 
church. Also he was a member 
of the committee on design and 
construction of the 1914 exposi¬ 
tion at Manila. 

In 1919 Mr. Houghton returned 
to the states with a commission 
of business men from Manila, and 
has remained in Southern Califor¬ 
nia ever since, in architectural and 
engineering work.

al Olympic committee. 

Mr. Garland expressed himself 
| for the first time on the question 
yesterday in a statement wherein 
he recommended that this nation 
participate in the 11th Olympiad 
in Germany next summer. 

Ignorance displayed 

"Those who have prophesied an 
avalanche of Nazi propaganda at 
| the games,” said Mr. Garland, 
j who was president of the organ- 
; izing committee of the 10th Olym¬ 
piad here in 1932, "simply display

Due to the two-day Thanksgiv¬ 
ing holiday in the auction centers, 
volume on oranges slipped off 
sharply with 97 cars less than the 
previous week being sold or a total 
of 3.31 cars. Lemon volume dropped 
only 8 cars for a total of 100 cars 
sold in the auctions. 

Navel estimates for the central 
California tree crop at this 'late 
were given today by the Califor- 
nia-Arizona marketing agreement 
offices as totaling 5600 cars of 
which it is estimated that 4700 
cars will be shipped packed. 

W. C. Frackelton, manager of 
the California-Arizona citrus mar¬ 
keting agreement, announced the 
following prorate for next week:

1057 chrs packed navels; southern 
California 8 cars packed navels. 
Desert Valley Arizona 35 cars 
packed navels, a total of 1100

WASHINGTON. Nov. 30. UP*

BEET GROWERS 
DROP PLEDGE 


Orange county beet growers who 
signed an agreement not to pro¬ 
duce beets in 1936 today were be¬ 
ing released from the pledge, A 
letter sent out by Vernon ('. Heil, 
chairman of the farm bureau licet 
growers department, said that 90 
per cent of the growers had signed 
such an agreement, pledging th"m- 
seives not to produce beets until a 
better contract was secured with 
the sugar companies. 

Negotiations for another con- j 
tract were carried out this fall by 
a joint committee of the heel 
growers department and the 
Orange County Beet Growers as¬ 
sociation. Mr. Heil is chairman of 
this committee. 

The letter explained that "inas¬ 
much as it was so late when the 
committee started its work this 
fall, some factories already having 
their contracts out before the 
growers, the committee feels that 
it would he unfair to the growers 
for them to attempt to get the 
growers to refuse to grow sugai 
beets in 1936 ’’ 

The committee will continue to 
work for a better contract for L 
1937. The letter said lhat "the 
factory is being advised that we 
will make a concerted and deter-; 
mined effort against production of 
beets in Orange county after the 
crop year 1936 unless the factory 
is willing tn give the grower a 
more equitable price per ton based 
on the returns from sugar." 

Under present contracts the i 
grower gets 45 per cent of the net 
returns to the factory. A former i 
contract, approved by growers, 
gave them 50 per cent.
